Gen. Garfield and the party accompanying 
him were awakened at 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing, as the train forthe East was to leave 
Buffalo promptly on the time advertised, 
and there was breakfast to be thought of be- 
fore the carriage ride of two miles from the 
Palace Hotel to the Exchange street depot. 
By 5 o'clock the whole company were 
at breakfast and half an hour later 
they were off in stages and carriages, 
having barely time to observe the broad 
lawns covered with shavings te protect them 
from the feet of the crowds, and to see that 
this carpeting had been well packed down by 
many feet the preceding night, notwith- 
standing the early time of departure, and 
the fact that the weather was threatening. 
A large throvg had gathered in the depot, 
and as Gen. Garfield walked in his tall figure 
was quickly recognized and promptly 
cheered. Two Wagner parlor cars, 
the Empire and Northern Crown, 
were in waiting, and these were 
soon filled. Conductor King, of 
Buffalo, having gathered up all stragglers, 
gave the order to co ahead, and the train 
started. Gen. Garfield stood on the platform 
of the rear car, bowing and raising his hat 
in acknowledgment of the parting cheer 
that was sent after him, when 
he joined his friends in the forward 
car, smoked a cigar, and read in the Buffalo 
papers the account of his reception.

AT THE DEPOT. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
"New. York, Aug. 4.—At 7 o’clock this 
evening there were not more than 100 per- 
sons assembled in and about the Grand Cen- 
tral Depot to witness the arrival of Gen, 
Garfield. In less, than half an hour there 
were 2.000 or 3,000 inside and outside 
the bullding, and among them were many 
ladies. Ithad been expected that many of 
the Republican clubs and ‘associations would 
meet in a body and escort their candidate to 
his quarters at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
but this purpose was abandoned mainly 
on account of the stormy and still threaten- 
ing weather and the muddy condition of the 
streets. Instead of having an organized 
reception, however, the Republican repre- 
sentatives of the various districts turned out 
in their individual capacities and awaited 
Gen. Garfield’s coming. A detachment of about 
100 policemen was in the depot, under com- 
mand of Inspector Thorne and Capt. 
Hooker, to preserve order. Among the 
best-known Republicans who were present 
were ex-Lieut-Gov. Knight, of Massa- 
chusetts; ex-Senator Dorsey, Secretary, 
of the National Committee; the Hon. 
Thomas C. Platt, Commissioner John I. 
Davenport, Adderman John J. Morris, 
Justice James R. Angel, State Senator Eid- 


man, Solan B. Smith, the Lion George M. 


Van Nort, Maj. George W. Cooney, Assem- 
blyman John E. Brodsky, and ex-Aldermen 
Biglin aud Martin. 

At 7:3 o’clock 

THE ROAR OF AN ARTILLERY SALUTE 
at Harlem was heard, and the crowd be- 
came aware that the expected train was 
com The train bearing Gen. Garfield 
and party rolled into the depot at precisely 
7:40, and as it came the wheels of the 
coaches discharged a salute of . twenty- 


tour torpedoes, which had been

Only afew prominent 
men had been admitted to the platform of 
the depot, but as soon as the salute was 
heard tne doors were thrown open, and a 
crowd of probably 1,000 persons came surg- 
ing in from the street.

S. Orth, the Hey. Richard Crowley, Senator 
Robertson, and others. The people at the 
head of the crowd at once recogued-Gen. 
Garfield, and began to 

PRESS FORWARD AND AROUND HIM. 

A few gentlemen who, were acquainted with 
him managed to shake hands with the 
candidate for President, and at the 
same instant cheers were called for and 
given to Gen. Garfield” and to “the next 
President of the United States.” Senator 8.

WILL THE POWERS INTERFERE ? 

Loxpox, Aug. 4—A Berlin dispatch says 
that the uitimatum reported as being now in 
course of preparation by the signatorial 
Powers to the collective note of the Berlin 
Conference requests the Porte to execute 
the Corticompromise agreed to at the 
Montenegrin Convention within three weeks, 
or otherwise surrender Dultigno to the 
Montenegrins.

It is also said, and 
with apparent logie, that at no time since the 
session of the Conference has the matter of 
interfering to enforce the Berlin Treaty been 
more completely in abeyance than at present. 
England has a possible renewal of the 
Afghanistan struggle on her hands. Mr.

Gen. Hampton had been invited to speak 
in Virginia in order to appeal to the old Con- 
federate element of that State to put aside 
their local @fferences and join in a common 
effort to give the South ascendency in the 
control of the Government.

It took 
the form of u passionate invocation of the 
aims and purposes which actuated the Vir- 
giniaus in common with the South Caroli- 
nans to make war upon the Union.

Secession of 1861, and the frauds and violence 
that govern political affairs at South to- 
day. Gen. Hampton teld his hearers in 
effect that Democratic success will mean 
State-supremacy and the rule of the Nation 
by the defeated Southern Brigadiers.

THE BRITISH DiI IN AFGHANISTAR. 

The official reports of the disaster to the 
English forces in Southern Afghanistan, 
which are now coming in, show that the first 
reports were not exaggerated. Worse than 
this, they prove that the disaster was due to 
recklesness and incompetency on the part of 
Gen. Burrows, the commanding officer. It 
was stated in the earlier dispatches that the 
English were sufprised while in camp and 
overwhelmed by the superior weight of 
Ayoob Khan's forces. It now tutns out that 
there was no Surprise at all, but that Gen. 
Burrows, with a force not much exceeding 
2,000 men, deliberately marched out and at- 
tacked a force of 12,000. It must also he 
borne in mind that Gen. Burrows’ brigade 
had but very few English regulars in It, and 
that Shere Ali’s coéperation amounted to 
nothing, since his infantry deserted and 
went over to Ayoob Khan some time before 
the battle: while on the other hand the 
Afghan force was not only five times larger, 
but was well provided with small arms and 
heavy artillery. 

It appears from the report of Gen. St 
John, stationed at Candahar, that Gen. Bur- 
rows learned on the morning of July W of 
the approach of Ayoob Khan’s forces, came 
up with his advanced guard about 9o0’clock, 
and at once opened fire upon them with his 
artillery. Shortly afterwards the entire force 
of the Afghans appeared in superb battle 
order and in a position every way superior to 
that of Burrows’ brigade. Ayoob Khan had 
posted seven regiments in the centre, with 
three in reserve, supported by six batteries of 
guns.—one of breech-loaders,—2,000 cavalry 
on the right, 400 eavalry end 2,000 infaniry 
on the left, with other cavalry and infantry 
also in reserve. The battle opened with an ar- 
tillery duel, which lasted three or four 
hours, Notwithstanding the superiority of 
the English guns, they made little or no im- 
pression upon the Afghans. At noon the 
English batteries were ina state of demor- 
alization, and then the Afgbans charged 
along the leftand entire front of Burrows’ 
forces, and broke up their entire position. 
Gen. Burrows made a futile effort 0 
rally them, but a panic sey in. There 
was not only no position but no organization 
left. Every man took to bis heels upon his 
own account for €andahar. The victorious 
Afghans pursued them to within ten miles 
of that city, and, if the pursuit had been as 
vigorous as attack, hardly a man of the 
brigade wou have reached it. As it was, 
while the brigade was not annihilated, its 
remnant reached Candahar in such a condi- 
tion of demoralization that it can be of little 


service to Gen. Primrose, commanding at 


that place, and left almost its entire arma- 
ment on the battie-field. Had Gen. Burrows 
fallen back upon Candahar, the position of 
which is very strong, instead of rashly hurl 
ing his brigade upon a greatly superior force, 


this disaster would not have occurred. It | 


only emphasizes the mistake whick the En- 
glish have made many times before,of un- 
derrating the skill as well as the fighting 


| qualities of the Afghans, who are the most 


warlike of all the mountain tribes in Central 
Asia. It was also shown by this battle not 
only that they are good fighters, but that they 
are well armed with improved guns and 
cannon, and that they know how te ase them. 
Gen. Primrose himself in one of his earlier 
dispatches telegraphed that they had heavy 
guns and served them well. Reinforceménts 
are now pouring into Afghanistan after the 
mischief has been done, as usual; and, while 
the Afghans may not be able to reduce Can- 
dahar, as they are poorly provided with siege 
material, it is not impossible that we may yet 
hear of further disastersin the open field, 
if they follow up their victory with celeriiy 
and vigor,—the more so as they are likely to 
receive fresh accessions to their ranks from 
the discontented tribes. The moral effect of 
the victory is seen even in Cabul, where ft 
has produced so much excitement and com- 
motion among the followers of the new 
Ameer that the proposed interview between 
Abdurrahman and Gen. Stewart has had to 
be postponed, and the English had t make 
a military demonstration to prevent open dis- 
affection. 

It is evident that the victory of Ayoob 
Khan has reopened the whole Afghan ques- 
tion just ata time when the Liberal Minis- 
try was so confident of order and peace that 
the English forces at Cabul were on the 
point of leaving for India, and it was even 
proposed to reduce the forces at Candahar, 
merely leaving‘a small garrison there. It is 
the most serious calamity that has befallen 
the Euglish since the massacre of 1842, and 
involves either the abandonment or another 
long and tostly war to hold the ground and 
establish their “scientific frontier,”’—a war 
that must cost many lives and pile up the 
frightful bill of expense which has already 
bankrupted India, and left an enormous def- 
icit, the result of reckless financial as 
well as military mismanagement. In this

In Great Britain the telegraph service is 
joined to the postal service, and is under the 
control of the Government. ‘There is nowa 
movement in favor of a second reduction in 
rates, which suggests a recapitulation of the 
success that hag attended this Government 
venture, 

It was determined a few years ago that the 
Government should purchase the telegraph 
lines in the United Kingdom, and thereafter 
operate them as an adjunct to the postal sys- 
tem. Previous to that time the lines were 
owned by private companies, and generally 
operated under contracts. The charges were 
rated according to distance and words, much 
as they are in this country. A part ot 
scheme for Government purchase was to 
provide a cheap and uniform rate to all parts 
of the United Kingdom. The telegraph man- 
agers in this country were very confident in 
their pred that . the st as an 
plan would be @ failure, and 
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posed that the entire outlay had been met. 
The result was that the telegraph system, to- 
gether with the additions and improvements 

which were found necessary, cost the Gov- 


the actual investment and the expected cost, 
a uniform rate of one shilling (less than % 
cents) for twenty words was established, 
covering all parts of the United Kingdom. 
The minimum message had previously been 
ten words, and the charges, varying accord- 
ing to the distance, probably averaged double 
that amount. Arrangements were also ef- 
fected for the free delivery of messages 
anywhere within two miles from the office 
where they were received, for a delivery 
outside these limits at a small charge, 
and even for transmission of messages 

mall from the neatest telegraph 
station to points where the wires did 
not run. In spite of the increased cost 


of the lines and the ac ditional service, the 


telegraph system for the current year yields 
434 per eent upon the investment; and, a5 
the English Government borrows money at 
about 3 per cent, there is an annual surplus 
of 1 per cent, or about $800,000 of clear 
profitto the Government after accomplish- 
ing a great saving and benefit to the people. 

The large surplus of telegraph revenue 
h as naturally suggested a further reduction: 


It is now proposed to provide asixpenny | 


charge for ten words, with a halfpenny for 
each additional word, and to include the ad- 
dress in the paid matter instead of Sending 
it freé. The effect of this would be that, 
while an ordinary message now costs the 
sender % cents, avgilable condensation will 
enable him to send it for one-half that 
amount. The Government is disposed to 
favor the proposed change, and the London 
Times believes that it will be brought about 
within a year, if notatence. It is estimated 
that there may be a loss in the net revenue of 
the present surplus during the first year, but 
itis believed that thereafter the increased 
use of'the telegraph by reason of the pew 
reduction will more than make up the differ- 
ence in charges. The experience of the 
Government in the reduction made at the 
time the lines were purchased seems to war- 
rant this prediction. 

The English experience in the telegrap 
service is of the greatest practical value 
this country, where vast distances and great 
commercial activity render the telegraph a 
more important agent in business life than it 
is in Great Britain. Perhaps it willbe unwise 
to urge a Government purchase and control of 
the telégtaph service of the United States 
until our Civil Service shall havo been placed 
upon a more enduring and business-like 
basis, but the success of the English expert- 
mont, along with the success of the American 
postal system, whichis managed upon the 
same principle, shows what may be done if 
emergency shall require the change from 
private to Government ownership, or when 
the proper reforms in our Civil Service 
shall be assured. In the meantime, the 
telegraph companies of this country may 
learn a uteful lessen from the English 
system. They are in a position to manage 
their business as systematically and econom- 
ically as the English Government manages 
its telegraph service. It has been demon- 
strated by the latter that a cheap and uni- 
form rate will yteld a handsome profit on an 
investment that represents abont double the 
actual cost of the telegraph facilities. When 
the people of Gréat Britain shall enjoy the 
universal privilege of sending a telegraph 
message to and from any part of England, 
Ireland, or Scotiand for less than 12 cents, 
the people of the United States will demand 
the same privilege for 25 cents at the most. 
By voluntarily adopting a reasonable, and 
especially a uniform, tariff, the American 
telegraph companies may ultimately enlarge 
their own revenues and strengthen their 
hold upon their franchises and privileges. 
By refusing to do this they will hurry for- 
ward the Government acquisition of the 
telegraph service in this country. 

THE. TROUBLE WITH CANADA.

ACADIA DISCOVERED. 


An Indiana Village Without Republice 
ans or Protestants—Peculiar Customs 
of the Natives—Inuterference with Set- 
tiled Convictions Not Tolerated—A 
Politician’s Unfortunate Experience, 

Correspondence New York Herald. 

OLDENBURG, Ind., July 2%, 1899.—Un- 
doubtedly this is oné of the most peculiar 
communities in the United States. it has 
probably over 2,000 inhabitants, which num- 
ber is augmented on Sundays to considera- 
bly over 3,000, all Democrats (even the Post- 
master), all Catholics, and all Germans, and 


that of the class known as Low, who speak a 


dialect of their own. Though by far the 
larger majority of these people were born in 
this country they still inherit the customs of 
their German forefathers. Oldenburg_is 
situated about seven miles from Bates- 
ville, a small station on.the Indianap- 
olis, Cincinnati, St. Louis & Chicago 
Railway, and reached frém Batesville 
by the stage, which meets the two trains 
which stop there daily. Thecountry is ex- 
ceedingly hilly, but the soil appears to be 
very fertile ; opulent vegetation surrounds the 
traveler on every hand. Oldenburg itself 
nestles comfortably in a pleasant valley. Its 
principal industry is a large cotton-mill; its 
finest building is the young ladies’ academy, 
conducted by Sisters of one of the many 
Catholic religious orders. Nextto the con- 
vent is a monastery of the Franciscan Fa- 
thers, and opposit to both conventand monas- 
tery stands the village church, a large brick 
edifice. 


My; also of beer-saloens and country stores, 
rhough, as I said above, all the inhabitants 
are Germans, still they address strangers in 
the English language, and the English they 
speak is remarkably pure. considering the 
fact that all business is carried on in German, 
CUSTOMS OF TIIZ NATIVES.

n every hand I met with uniform courtesy 
and liberal *potations of the Teutonic bever- 
age, retailed at most IR. at 2'¢ cents per 
glass. ey hough old and young, without re- 
E sex or wealth, seemed to imbibe 

ly, still in my three days’ sojourn I did 
not see the least intoxication, though the 
quantities which some succeeded in dispos- 
ing of convinced me that there must be a 
science in beer-drinking. It was Friday, and 
I dined sumptuously. gs, fresh from the 
barn-yard, butter just churned, fresh fish 
from a neighboring stream, native wine and 
beer, with all the entrées of a good Catholic 
Friday dinner. I did not notice the absence 
of meat. On the following day we had chick- 
en and various kinds of meats, and though I 
was stopping at the most aristocratic hotel 
in the place the charge was only % cents ver 
meal, 4 neat room, with all the accommo- 
dations one could wish, was furnished at a 
Similar figure. I spent several hours in one 
of the country stores, where the anomaly of 
a Democratic Postmaster under a 1 
an Administration was explained Nu 
statement that there was no Republican 
within ten miles of the place. .The barter- 
ing between the conntrymen and the store- 
kéeper was a soufce of a great deal of 
amusement.

In the mornin 
the saloons and bowling alleys were open 
as usual. and the inhabitants and those who 
flocked in from the surrounding coun- 
try amused themselves with various 
sports. No sooner, however, did the 
first dells ring for high mass than 
all the games ceased, the saloons were closed, 
and all went to chanel As soon as tha 
services were over the fun again began until 
time for vespers, which are sung here in the 
afternoon. Vespers over, the doors of the 
places of public resort were again opened, to 
remain so the rest of the day. Toward even- 
ing | was strolling about the vicinity when I 
met two young men. and—oh, horror each 
had a cock under his arm, and they were 
going to a cocking main. Had I seen this in 
Cuba I would not have been astonished, but 
in Indiana, civilized, Christian Indiana, it 
was more than L expected. Still, be it said 
tothe credit of the natives, that cocki 
mains, dog fights, rat baiting, and such 
kindred sports are not popular, beme 
resorted to as amusement only once in a 
greet while, and that the games which I 
ound most in vogue were those of skill. 

Penetrating some nine miles further into 
the interior 1 found another settlement and

J. RANDOLPH TUCKER. 


He Recalls Some Reminiscences, but 
Falls to Go Back Far Enough to Com- 
piote the Record. 

New York Tribune. 

Congressman J. Randolph Tucker, of Vir- 
ginia, was among the orators at the recent 
Democratic ratification nfheting in this city. 
Conzressman Tucker indul ged on that occa- 
sion in some melancholy reminiscences of 
the past. Ile remembered that the Republic- 
ans sent a Governor to Virginia in 1865, and 
set him up ever the native Virginians. Le 
remembered that he had seen a little fellow 
in shoulder-straps come into a court of jus- 
tice and order the Judge to enter a verdict.” 
“And this,” he exclaimed in solemn tones, 
“this in Old Virginia.” He remembered, 
too, that he had seen 25,000 white men ex- 
cluded from the ballot and 100,000 negroes al- 
lowed to vote,—“ and this in Old Virginia.” 
Other harrowing réminiscences crowded his 
thoughts and were imparted to bis 
audience. Mr. Tucker’s memory 
seemed to be a good one, but curiously 
enough it stops short at 1865. He appears to 
have forgotten what happened in Old Vir- 
ginia before that data. die does not reeollect 
why the Republicans set up a Governor to 
rule the State, or why little fellows in shoul- 
der-straps gave orders te Judges on the 
Bench, or why those 25,000 white men were 
excluded from the suffrage while the negroes 
vo 

People here in the North remember a 
many things that seem to have slipped from 
Mr. Tucker’s mind: They remem — that 
in 1861 several thousand Virginians, among 
whom was Mr. Tucker, fired 8 the flag of 
the United States because a President was 
lawfully elected whom they did not like, and 
shot and killed a great many men who de- 
fended that flag. They remember that these 
Virginians, with other Southerners, carried 
on a four years’ war against the Union be- 
cause they were likely te be denied the priv- 
lege of extending human slavery over the 
free Territories of the West. They remem- 
ber that these Virginians and their Southern 
allies were beaten and forced to surrender, 
and that a loyal Governor was put over 
thein to see that they obeyed the laws 
and ceased shooting at the flag and 
its defenders. They remember ‘that 
there was a period of military rule before 
the Rebel Sta were reconstructed by act 
of Congress, and they are not in the least 
shocked ip Bees that during that period offi- 
cers of National army forced Rebel 
Judges to render just decisions in cases in- 
volving the rights of the emancipated slaves. 
They remember, too, that the 25,000 white 
men who could not vote at the first election 
under the Reconstruction law had taken an 
oath to 8 and defend the Constitution 
of the United States, and had subsequently 
violated that oath and joined the Rebellion. 
It does not horrify them at all to learn that 
the loyal black man was preferred by that 
law to the disloyal white man. 

Mr. Tucker should let bygones be bygones. 
He will not aid the Democratic ticket by his 
reminiscences. Other people have recollee- 
tions as well ashe. The less he says about 
the past the better for his party. he can- 
not help talking about it, the Democratic 
managers — aa well to confine him to 
the South and let him employ bis oratory on 
audiences at Confederate cross-roads and 
other places in ‘that latitude.

The United States to the Deficiencies

Under the heading of“ Our Foreign Wheat 
. supply” the London Globe says: “ That con- 
solation which, a French philosopher tells 
us, is to be denved from the spectacle of 
others in misfortune, should be afforded just 
now to the English farmer by the ill-luck at- 
tending agricultural operations in Russia, a 
country ffom whose competition he has suf- 
fered a good deal in times gone by. Practi- 
cally speaking, the chief and alinost the only 
real cause of the depression f farming iu 
England is the conipetitiuon of the United 
Siaies; but, In Russia, not only is the farmer 
0 onfromtad by the serious rivairy of Awerica, 
to which we particularly desire to call atten- 
tion. Dut he hat fo deal with the corn- 
beetle, the locust, and, worse than 
all, the certainty of successive droughts. 
The Enxzlish farmer bas his own 
grievanees in regard to the tenure of land. 
but pe less do such 2 exist in 
Russia, the only difference being that, where-

European Russia, it is obvious that any 
check upon the export of corn, at a time 
when taxation is frightfally heavy and must 
be paid in cash, cash only to be obtained by 
the sale of corn to the foreigner, cannot but 
lead to widespread misery and ruin. Twenty 
years ago, when the Russian Government 
sent a Commissioner to the United States to 
investi — corn trade, he reported that 
Russia had nothing to fear from Transat- 
lantie competition, since the develop- 
ment of the industrial classes by 
the establishment of railways and mant- 
factories would exhaust the American sur- 
lus. Figures, however, the very next year 
gan to tell against the n and 
while in 1870 Rasaia exported 120,000,000 
bushels to America’s 000 bushels, six 
years later the proportion was 144 millions to 
126 willions,and the following year there 
was a tie between the two countries, suc- 
ceeded in 1879 by the complete defeat of 
Russi the Czar’s subjects exporting only 
bushels to the 276 million bushels 
— abroad by the Yankees. Superficially 
tis was not actual decadence, since the 
quantity ex last year hd ssia was 
— ad as muchas that sent abroad in 1873, 
but cee ot A 5 > ras a gigant c decline, for 
in 1 A the touble stood at nearly two-ninths, 
while in 1879 it —— only worth one-elerenth. 
and Russia had consequently te dispatch a 
larger quantity of corn abroad at a price 
that. could not have remunerated her. to 
make up in her payments for the deprecia- 
tion of her currency. It has been justly 
pointed out that Russia, in freeing Bulgaria, 
almost delivered a deathblow to her corn 
trade, since the blockade of the Black Sea 
the consequent diminution o ex 
of Russian corn enabled the aited States 
to take possession of the vacant European 
market. The truth of this is shown clearly 
in the difference in the * of wheat from 
Russia in 1870 and 1879. In the former year 
she sent abroad twice as much as Americ: 
in latter she only exported 80,000, 
bushels as compared with 150,000,000 bushels 
of — United States. This autumn itis ex- 
pected that, to prevent a famine at home, in 
view of the — or general failure of the 
harvest, the ssian Government will part! 
or completely 9 the dispatch of wuea 
to Euro purpose be catried out 
its effect will de to give the European whea 
market completely to America, which, with 
her vast surplus this year, and ber 111 
surplus next year, will be able to gain 
such a hold upon the trade that Russia wi 
be unabie in future to send a single pox 
of wheat abroad. The fact of the matter is, 
that not only is America likely to prove 
a ame wags rival to guste abroad, 
but it ssible she may 
even fight 1. in — home. Odessa 
is the great outiet for South Russian corn, 
and is only a few hours’ distance by st amer 
from srs on the opposit coast of the Biack 
Sea. Yet, during the last few months, in 
spite of a beavy protective duty, some Lan- 
kee speculators have — American flour 
at Poti and sold it chea in the open mar- 
ket at Tiflis than either 1 * flour or the 
articie grown in the Caucasus. 

The worst of the matter, from a Russian 
point of view, is that Russia cannot effect 
the necessary Inpro ents in the corn trade 
with sufficient raya to render a success- 
ful competition wiih America possible. The 


pease and cheapnss with which American 


corn is sent by rail to the coast, and thence 
shipped to Europe, is well known, and, al- 
though it is believed that, in course of time, 
the railway rates will rise, still, very shortly, 
veasels of a thousand tons will be able to tra- 
verse the Canadian lakes and take aboard grain 
at Chicago. In Russia, on the other hand, 
not only are the means of communicatio 
dear and bad at the present moment, but they 
cannot be extensively improved for a consi 
erable time to come.

SHOEMAKERS’ STRIKE. 


THE ORISPINS DEMAND AN ADVANCE OF WAGER. 

Once more there is trouble in the ranks of the 
shoemaking fraternity. This time the bottom- 
ers, Siders, and grimpers are on a strike. Yes- 
terday all the men went out and left the manu- 
facturers in the lurch fof the time being. The 
firms whose men are on a strike are the follow- 
ing: George W. Weber & Co., Doggett, Bassett & 
Hilis Company. Phelps, Dodge & Palmer, Greens- 
felder. Rosenthal & Co., George Congdon, and 
John Mullen. These concerns, all toid, employ 
about 400 men at this kind of work. M. D. Wells 
& Co., C. H. Pargo & Co., and Schwab & Co, 
are not affected by the strike, and they have no 
trouble. M. D. Wells & Co. have a prison con- 
tract at Waupun, and they use mainiy convict 
labor. It is the same with the, other two firma. 
Selz, Schwab & Co. have their goods manufac- 
tured at Joliet Penitentiary, and C. H. Fargo & 
Co. have a contract at Ionia, Mich. The pres ent 
scale is as follows: 

Bottomers—Stogas, which is the standard of 
pe work, $3.25 per case. Increase demand- 
ed, 50 cents, making $3.T5. 

Siders—Present w % cents per ease. In- 
erease demanded, % cents, making $1.20. 

Crimpers—Presont wages % cents; increase 
demanded, 10 cents, equai to O cents per case. 

The manufacturers insist that they caunot 
afford to pay any better wages. Trade is fair, 
but prices are low because of the convict labor 
which is used so largely in the manufacture: 
boots and shoes. This, they claim, has injured 
the market to the detriment of mechanic and 
selier. The manufacturers -who use convict 
labor place their goods on the market at a price 
that makes it impossible to pay high w to 
honest labor. Though this is a fact, Mr. Weber, 
one of the manufacturers, allowed a reporter of 
THE TRIBUNE to look over his pay-roll to prove 
that the men were not paid sturvation w 
but that aa | earned and were paid res le 
salaries. r. Weber did not lower in 
Januury last, when all the other firms did. d 
he thinks that the men ought to have consider 
this somewhat. Mr. Weber and his men vo 
had very pleasant relations, and the parting Was 
28 even if not profitable to either siche. 
Mr. Weber's books show that bottomers carn 
from $12 to $15 a week: two men t r 
earned , last week: one man 
another $10.25, and two together $3. 
Two earned §%, and another couple $25.87. 
lowest wages were of an old man over 9 
years ola, who e $7.0, and $10 the week be- 
fore. The siders average from $7 to $10 per 
week. Crimpers earn anywhere from $15, gir to 
£19 a week. a 

Mr. Weber said that the strike would be a 
botly contested one on the part of the Chicago 
manufacturers, because their stability depended 
upon itsomewhat. They had sold goods in ad- 
vance on the basis of wages heretofore paid. 
If that was changed, they could not turn outa 
case of goods without a loss to themselves. If 
the strike continued long it would soon throw 
out the cutters and stitchers, and thus force all 
the men to be idle for some time. He would 
giadliy pay $1.50 more a case for the mak- 
ing of his s if his customers would 
pay it. C. M. Henderson & Uo. have no trouble 
with their men because they use the pricking 
machine, and they get — hands, 
teach them how to pull waxed ends, and thus 
make siders and bottomers in afew days. All 
the employers insist that there is no feeling in 
the mutter, but that it is wholly a qeostiva of 
dollars and cents with them. Convict labor did 
the business, and enabied cheap goods to be put 
upon the market against which honest labor had 
to compete. The men whe are out express no 
feeling ot animosity at all. They

onerous, and that they have not work steadi 
the year around. Nearly all of them have fami- 
les. and $7 per week was about an average of a 
mans earnings. “ Now, you can’t get much of 
the luxuries ot life with that,” said one of the 
men to a TRIBUNE reporter; ‘I have a wife and 
fourchildren to support, and I haven't averaged 
$7 a week for the past three years. I work bard 
too. I pay $10 a month rent, and I have $16 left 
for the month to clothe and support my family, 
if I do full work, and that ain't an exceptional 
case either.“ 

Another said: “They have no right to put our 
honest, hard-working men on the plane with 
convicts. If the public underst the facts 
they wouldn't pay as much for convict as for 
honest men's work. I think there ought to be a 
remedy for this.“ 

The menin general are determined to hold 
out. They say that if the advunce is granted 
they then will not earn any too large wages in 
proportion to other mechanics. 

From the taik of Mr. Weber and others it can 
be inferred that the siege will be a long one, and 
the result will de the employment of more ma- 
chinery. Mr. Weber says he has endeavored to 
make hand-work entirely, but be can no longer 
do it, if this thing of frequent strikes holds out. 

The men cngaged on ladies“ and children's 
perged work also went out during the day. They 
want $1 more per ease on women's and misses’ 
shoes and 50 cents on children's. They are paid 
at present as follows: Women's shoes, $12 per 
case; misses’, $10.75; children’s, $9.50 and $10. 
The men average about a case a week.

On the 
other hand, it has been the ground for much 
theoretical and impracticable speculation, and 
the usual, pb re rn an unusually, broad aye- 
nue for the advancement of individual schemes 
of profit and aggrandizewent.

favor‘any particular scheme or to forward in- 
dividual views or interests. 

Familiar as we are with the history of street 
pavements in Chicago since its first settlement, 
we can quickly trace that of the wooden blocks, 
from its incipiency te the present time: first, 
laid with great care and attention to the details 
of construction and material, on a tar-coated 
fouring, itself supported by a well-prepared 
substratum, the blocks pailed to an uprigut di- 
viding board, the interstices carefully filied in 
with gravel, and the whole compacted by a cov- 
ering which rendered the structure as durable 
as the combined materials could make it,—the 
model of a wooden block pavement; then, the 
gradual deterioration of subsequent pavements, 
both in work mansbipand material, until we have 
reachcd a point where the only aim seemsto be 
cheapness in every respect, particularly in the 
first cost. The blocks of wood, many of them 
sometimes imperfect, are in fact merely set up 
in the son, and the contractor has completed 
when he can show a clean, smooth surface, the 
deceptive character of which becomes painfully 
apparent when it has been subjected to even a 
very moderate wear and tear. Such a pavement 
pag shows slight inequalities or indenta- 
tions on its surface, which with only ordinary 
traffic, added to our usual practice of negiect, 
Don become pronounced ruts or holes. Al- 
though it is true that in many instances the 
urgent necessities of the case have rendered ex- 
traordinary expedition ia the construction of the 
causeway desirable, yet results have shown that 
it would probably have been better tu have adopt- 
ed some temporary expedient even icss costly 
than a bad areb gpg but to this it is answered 
that, until lately, a really good and permunent 
pavement has not been authoritatively sug- 

sted to our publi. so that the cheapest 

nown was too generally adopted, on the fallacy 
that a poor one was better than none. 

We have witnessed the result of the different 
and gradually depreciating mode of laying the 
modern block pavements; we have secn how 
those first laid with great care have outlasted 
their successors, and we are convinced that 
true economy in such a pavement can only be 
secured by care, attention to details, and a 
corresponding outlay of money at first,—the 
more of these qualities judiciously exercised at 
the outset, the greater benefits in economical 
results will bo reaped in the end. We are also 
familiar with many of the experiments in other 
kinds of pavements,--the stone blocks in La 
Salle street, the different devices in conerete 
and asphaltum, and the numerous trials of 

GRAVEL, BROKSX STONE, CINDBRS, 

and the like. None of these have fulfilled the 
—— 4 tn of tram in a city whose unpre- 

ented increase of population has only been 
excelled by the unpardMidied growth of its com- 
merce and manufactutes and the consequently 
augmented use of its thorvughfares. Many 
have distinctive features of merit, others are 
worthiess for our purposes. Taki its entire 
history into view, the wooden block pavement, 
when properly laid, has been the most success- 
ful of any tried on a large and comprehensive 
scale; its demerits are well known,.—they are 
more apparent in cheap ‘productions than in 
more vostly ones; its poculiar merits are, freé- 
dom from noise, the abundance of material and 
the proxhnity of the supply, the rapidity with 
which it can be laid. ite-relatively small tirst 
cost. A few specimen blocks of superior wooden 
pavements, now on exbibition in some of. our 
principal streets, exceptionally good in every 
purticular, confirm us in the general opinion 
herein ex pressed. 

Numerous projects and recommendations for 
the improvement of our streets have been 

betore us, and we have given attention 
tosuch ot them as presented features adapta- 
bie to the situation; we have also availed the 
experience of those whose familiarity with the 
subject, as treated in other home and forcign 
cities, has rendered their aid valuable; publica- 
tions on this topic have been at our service 
without limit as to number. We shall endeavor 
to give the results of our investigation without 
distinctive allusions. 

Aware that our city has many peculiarities of 
soil, topography, and situation that are primary 
factors in the consideration of the important 
subject of its street-payements, we shail only 
refer in this brief manner to those well-known 
peculiarities to mdicate that our sacveeding re- 
—— are put forth in the full Knowledge of 

m. 

In our opinion, the first great desideratum in 
any project or plan for future street improve- 
ments in this city is to provide a tirm and per- 
manent foundation for the superstructure of 
the roadway, and all other. details of any such 
project or plan should be subservient and seec- 
ondary to this great primary principic. This 
foundation may vary in thickness and strength 
in different parts of the city, but its character 
should be uniform within certain districts. 


Thus that part of the outh Division lying north’ 


of Harrison street, with a considerable strip ad- 
joining the river in the West and North Divis- 
ions, as being likely for many yeurs to come to 
bear the greater part of the heavy carriage of 
the city, should bave its streets prepared with 
the most substantial foundation, designed for 
use at any time, present or future. Other dis- 
triets adjoining that just described should 
be similarly prepared, but with a lighter 
foundation, while those . streets which 
are now and will probably for many years 
be subjected to — less burdensome traffic, 
being at present and prospectively classed as 
residence streets, can have foundations laid of 
a still lighter character, suited to their probable 
requirements in the future. 

e material for the first of these districts 
should be the best known or procurable, and, in 
our judgment, nothing can be named that will 
compure with concrete for strength, durability, 
and all the other requisits of a first-class 
foundation, including the facility of its procure- 
ment, the material being always at hand in 
quantities desired. Next to this, our preferences 

oint to fag-stones laid yn sand with water-proof 
joints the first cost of which would, perhaps, be 
ess than that of concrete, but which would not, 
we believe, be so desirabie as the former under 
all possible circumstances. If concrete be used 
it should be laid, on closely compacted 
earth, to the depth, of six 
the district first named. and 
inches in those immediately adjoining. 
other streets should be prepared by a founda- 
tion of rubble, flags, or concrete, as the nature 
of the superstructure may require. The foun-

A small bole, if imme- 
diately repaired, Will not make a large one.

— ba instantly raised. A wise cconomy 
would suggest the employment of a small spe- 
cial force whose duty it shall be to discover and 
report weaknesses or defects in the pavements, 
ie = obviating the necessity of vate com- 
platnts.

We have a few suggestions to make, kindred 
to the subject. Qne is that in future all side- 
walks be made of stone; wood should not be 
used in any instance. Where a cheap sidewalk 
is desired in side streets, a strip oi stone two 
feet wide is better than a cheap wooden onc of 
greater width. > Another is, that some aot y 
ment be made between our men tg and 
United States authorities hien the streets 
around the Custom- House shali be paved in 
such manner as that they may serve asa 
forthe future. Let a foundation and super- 
structure be placed there which shall inaugu- 
rate a new system for the whole city. There 
should be regulations by ordinance for the 
width of tires of all ¥: and the maximum 
weight of loads be carried by trucks and 
other wagons for transfer of merchandise. One 
wreat cause of the premature destruction of 
Gur pavements is the speed and narrow tires, 
together, of the light wagons used, followed up 
by the crusbing weighta.of the freight wagons, 
themselves provided with tires too narrow for 
the load carried.

The Proposed International Congress 
to Be Meld in Italy. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasiincton, D. C., Aug. 4.—An interna- 
tional Congress de Bienfaisance is to be held 
at Milan, Italy, from the 20th of August to 
the 4th of September, and the United States, 
through the State Department, has been in- 
vited to send one or more representatives. 
The matter has been referred to Gen, Eaton, 
the Commissioner of Education, who has in- 
vited an eminent philanthropist of Massa- 
chusetts to become the American representa- 
tive.

William Young & Ca. have received a tele- 
gram to the effect that the British wheat crop is, 
estimated at ten anda half millions (quarters), 
This equals 84,000,000 bu, against 45,000,000 last 
year.

year than in 1879. There are. however, several 
conditions which may nuilify this conciusion, as 
far as it concerns. the United States. In the 
first place, the British stocks are unusually low, 
and to bring them up a year hence to their nor- 
mal condition at this season will require the im- 
portation of a great deal moré than the actual 
deficienty. Then the population of Great Brit- 
ain is increasing each year, and with cheap 
wheat the consumption per capita would 
increase. Also, now seems certain 

be less competition 
from Russia year than heretofore, 
though that country vm undoubtealy export 
some wheat. Altogether, it is not yet by any 
means certain that Europe will not want 80 
much from us during the ensuing twelve 
months as she did during the twelve last past. 
It is too early to he positive yet either with yes 
or no; it is not too early to remember that since 
the harvest of 1879 the United States have got 
rid of some 80,000,000 bu wheat more than the 
“ statisticians’’ thought possible. This fact is 
worth salting down and preserving for future 
reference, 

There was a vigorous discussion on ‘Change 
yesterday, the subject thereof being the pro- 
posed amendment making summer-packed pork 
regu lar for delivery on contracts. The amend- 
ment was advocated on the ground that it would 
prevent the recurrence of any such a corner as 
is now in progress. We have no wish to take 
issue for or against the proposed change. It is 
one to which the trade could easily adapt itself. 
and one that it coulu do very well without. But 
the firrangement is a weak one. If people will 
sell short to an extent many times greater than 
the present or possible stock of an article, they 
must expect tu be brought up with a round turn 
occacionally; and it is well that they should 
be 80 Caught, for otherwise the producer would 
soon be starved by the action of the bears in 
produce. They may think that the operation 
can be guarded, in the case of pork. by making 
suImmer-packecd stuff regular, but the same con- 
ditions will crop up there or eisewbere. There 
is Capital enough in the West now to make it 
dangerous to bear prices below a normal point 
by short selling. The only efficient protection 


against it would be the passage of a rule en- 


abling the short-seller to repudiate his contract 
at pleasure, while faithfully bolding the pur- 
chaser to take and pax for the property 
when tendered. But such a rule would soon be 
found cut-throat in its operation, as no one 
would buy under such conditions. 

The hay-crop of the Northwest is believed to 
be about three-quarters of an average one, and 
excellent in quality. The crop, especially of 
clover, is good in the South, but a shortage is 
reported along the Atiuntic coast as a conse- 
quence of dry weather. Dealers here look for 
a good trale the coming fall and winter, but do 


not think prices will differ widely from those 


ruling the past few months. There is a goad 
prospect for an Eastern demand to meet the 
shortcomings there, but this is likely to be 
offset by a diminished call from the lumber and 
mining regions of the North, which have larger 
supplies than usual nearer home. Michigan is 
said to be well provided for this season by her 
own crop of hay.

TROUBLES OF CATTLE-RAISERS. 


No Protection for the Improvements of 
Extensive Breeders—More Legislation 
Needed. 

Wasnincton, D. C., July 30.—Commis- 
sioner Williamson, of the General Land 
Office, has received a letter from a prom- 
inent firm engaged in stock-raising in Colfax 
County, New Mexico, urging on the Land 
Department the importance and necessity of 
further legislation for the protection of the 
large and growing class of stock-breeders 
who, without legal sanction, have taken up 
and improved extensive tracts of arid land 
on the Western plains. The writers state that 
they have established a cattle ranch in the 
arid pasturage lands on the north edge of 
what are known as the Staked Plains, in 
Colfax County, New Mexico. Their ranch 


covers an area of 100 square miles, or 64,000 


acres, around which they have built a fence, 
so as to keep within these bounds their own 
cattle and to keep out the stock of others. 
They have also dug wells to supply their 
stock with water, and altogether have ex- 
pended in needed improvements more than 


$10,000. They assert that this tract of land 
can never be used for agricultural purposes, 

as it lies at a higher altitude than the nearest 
stream of water, which is thirty miles dis- 
tant. They also inform the Commissioner 
that some evil-disposed ranchmen threaten to 
cut down their fences and let in their cattle, 
simply because they—the writers—have no 
tide to the lands.
